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Working closely with other members of the 
Senate and House judiciary committees, the 
two Democrats plan to use the bearings an 
the legislation to question state department 
and immigration authorities tboroly on why 
Oswald, who spent two years in the Soviet 
Union after defecting from the United States, 
was permitted to return to this country. 

They will seek a report on what the two 


agencies have done to prevent another Os- 
wald case, and call for a full accounting 

and the present whereabouts of all United 

• 

States defectors, including those who report- 
edly have returned to the United States. 

Rep. Feighan and Sen. Xausche are un- 
happy with the way the Warren commission, 
in investigating the assassination of Presi- 
dent Kennedy, brushed this important chap- * 
ter in Oswald's life under the rug. ’
